• More people would learn to speak the twd official 
languages. Bilingualism "will finally be recognized at all 
levels," and the new constitution would rely lt£i on customs 
and usage and more on "recourse to codified rules, principles 
and procedures." 

He said: 

“What kJjtd of accommodation will have to be made 
between French-speaking and English-speaking groups under 
these circumstancesT I can imagine all the meanders of the 
road. But I can see the final outcome: Canaak will besqra* 
more federal and less federalist, mors uniting and Ins 
unitary. 

Old Formulas Rapped 

"Our future constitution will have to abed all relics of an 
Imperial or colonial era as evidenced In wo moot formulas or 
references to the royal prerogative, the parmountey of 
Westminster, the privileged status of the common law, tha 
vesting of reeldual powers in the federal government, the non¬ 
elective status of the provincial lieutenant-governors, the veto 
of the federal government over provincial legislation. ... 

He said: "Canada will have been the architect of Us own 
choosing. Institutions patterned after Its own needs and a 
common purpose better enunciated than the present 
preamble of the British North America Act to the effect that 
6onfederation 'would conduce to the welfare rtf the provinces 
and promote the interests of the British Empire'.” 

He said Quebec's relations with French-speaking 
countries would be qpnducted “without any danger of setting 
up 11 or even two policies of foreign affaire in the sense of 
peace and war and other traditional contents of the 
express km."

Road to Racism 


"■pHE BRITISH PEOPLE, observed from this dls- 
tance, appear to be tom between their innate love 
of Justice and fair play and a fear that the continuing 
invasion of their tidiy realm by colored peoples will 
bring greater unemployment, create new slums and 
gene rally disturb the social structure. 

\yhile the government la pushing ahead with its 
anti-discrimination legislatiorv—the bill had the 
unanimous consent of the House of Cotnmorfc on 
second reading which means acceptance in principle— 
the main source of agitation against the colored 
element comes from the dock workers, normally 
socialist at very least and frequently accused of 
Communist leanings if not affiliation. 

This seeming reversal from what has come to be 
considered the normal attitude of dockside workers 
towards men of other races is explained by their fear 
of displacement It is not a manifestation of racism. 

They are simply concerned for their Jobs. 

It is the same thing with the property owner. He 
Is not a racialist because he objects to a Negro or an 
East Indian or a Chinese as a neighbor. His concern is 
for the value of his house. For It cannot be argued 
with much hope of mccca a that property values do not 
deteriorate in neighborhoods where there is an influx 
of colored immigrants. They need not be colored, for 
that matter. The same thing applies in areas where 
any low-income, group establishes itself, where people, 
for one reason or another, are reduced to a lower 
standard of living than Is generally, acceptable. . 

There are other aspects of the problem. There is 
the feeling, wefl founded or not, that Britain’s 
immigration laws are out of date. For the better part 
of this century Britons have been an emigrating 
peopfe. The country Could not support a population 
much in excess of fifty mflUona. But the traditionally 
open door invited immigrants from less developed 
lands to better themselves in Britain 1 * economic 
climate.

Ihe lethal nerve gas, sarin, la produced and loaded Into 
rocket), land mines and artillery MmQs. 

If'the defence department la shy about Its CBW research 
and production activities, the army’s technical nanali are 
unUMhited. Listing, In order of appearance, the effects of 
sarin (technical name GB), the manual TM 8-215 (military 
chemistry and chemical agents), reads: 

. running nose, tightness of chest, dimness of vision 
and pinpointing of the eye pupils, difficulty in breathing, 
drooling and excessive sweating, nausea, vomiting, cramps 
and involuntary defecation and urination, twitching, jerking 
and stagge ri n g, headache, oonfusfon, drowsiness, ooma and 
oonvu’^on. These symptoms are followed by cessation of 
breathing and death." 

The manual adds? "Although akin absorption greet 
enough to cauae death may ooeur to cne or two minutes, 
death may be delayed for cne or two hours. Respiratory 
lethal does kill to one to 18 minutes, and liquid to the eye kill* 
nearly as rapidly."

Seems to me the gardening frater¬ 
nity ia constantly being split right down 
the middle Into irreconcilable factions 
every time a new technique in 
horticulture is developed. Far some 
yean now. there has been something 
pretty close to a shooting war between 
those gardeners who buy their fertilizer 
In paper sacks and the mnure-and- 
compost nature boys whq would never 
deign to "poison” their soil with “fUtey 
chemicals.” 

The current controversy concerns 
insecticides, and right now the hoe- 
happy members of the community are 
at loggerheads again over the use of 
poisonous bug-ktilecs. It started, at 
course, with the late Rachel Carson's 
Silent Spring, and I can’t think of any 
book which has caused so much 
controversy in gardening circle^ since 
Edward Faulkner wrote Plowman's 
Folly. 

a * * 

Personally, I have always been a 
middle-of-the-road old fuddy-duddy in 
such matters, for 1 can't see that either 
side has any monopoly on truth. In the 
matter of farmyard manure vs. chemi¬ 
cal fertilizers, I have always recom¬ 
mended the use of both, for they have 


two entirely different functions, and to 
my mind,-they go together like ham and 

.e«* 

There can be no doubt that chemical 
fertilizer is the cheapest and certainly 
the most convenient way to supply 
nutrients to our plants, but because It is 
concentrated, it contributes absolutely 
nothing to toe improvement of soil 
texture. Manure, compost, peat moss 
and green manure crops, because at 
their sheer bulk, provide aeration and 
improve texture, and because of the 
microorganisms In manure and com¬ 
post, they turn plain dirt into living soil. 

* * * 

In the matter of Insecticides, I find 
myself on the same unexciting middle 
ground. I agree It is bad business to go 
■quirting poison all over toe place, but 
by the same token, I can’t see that we 
should ait idly by and watch the aphids 
suck the lifeblood out of our roses, or 
the flea beetle chewing holes in our 
vegetables. Use the correct spray or 
dust where you have to, and at toe right 
strength, and especially at the rig at 
time. 

In this matter of timing, it is of the 
utmost importmoa not to spray while 
the trees or plants are in bloom. These 
blossoms roust be visited by bees or 
other pollinating Insects before they 
can set fruit, and If you kill off these 


pollinator* along with toe peats, you get 
no crop. 

The experts are becoming very much 
concerned over toe diminishing popula¬ 
tion of wild pollinating insect* due to 
.spray-happy gardeners, and more and 
more of toe work of pollinating fruit 
blossom Is falling on toe shoulders of 
the bard-working “tame" or Wvs baas. 

This problem has com* very much to 
the fore in England these past few 
yean — so much so, Old Country 
beekeepers are actually making more 
money out of renting their bee colonies 
to commercial fruit growers than from 
the sale of honey. So greatly haa the 
wild pollinating bisect population been 
depleted, no orchardist In his right mind 
would attempt to raise a crop without 
hiring a beekeeper to set up his hives 
among toe trees during the critical 
blossom period.

Watch out, too, tor spray drift on to 
nearby blossoms. I have known consci¬ 
entious gardeners to make a special 
point of not apraybig while flie trees 
were in blossom, then cut loose with a 
blast of spray while The ground tinder 
the trees was covered with yellow 
dandelion blooms being visited by bees. 
Weeds should be cut before they come 
Into bloom anyway, if only to keep them 
from setting aeed, but especially before 
■praying.

REGINA (CP) — Canadian 
girls should not be allowed to 
marry younger than 16 even if 
they are pregnant, the royal 
commission on the status of 
women was told Tuesday. 

Presenting a brief for the 
Regina University Women's 
Club, Lilian Fraser said:_“A 
child who becomes pregnant 
is still a child.” 

Mrs. Frazer said in 1964, 
the most recent year for 
which figures were available, 
three Saskatchewan girts aged 
14, 51 girls aged 15 and 182 
aged 16 were married. Tn that 
year only four boys aged 16 
were married and none were 
married younger. 

“We feel that pregnancy 
should not be the grounds for 


marriage, where the two 
persons involved are so young 
and immature that there Is 
little hope of the marriage 
being a success,” Mrs. Fraser 
said. 

Later in the public hearing, 
the Reghia Voice of Women 
said there is “a particularly 
insidious and all-pervasive 
image of women,” in Cana¬ 
dian society that pictures 
them as inferior or as ‘‘non- 
persona.” 

' The typical woman has 
became a caricature, at worst 
a hit of fluff, with little talent 

for organization, prone to 
change her mind, given to 
flights of fancy, a creature 
who spends her time in 
pursuit of men, dirt and 
recipes.” 


The voice of women said 
‘‘the mass communications 
media have undeniably been 
instrumental in ccnRrmiag 
and perpetuating the image, 
both in their commercials and 
in their daytime women's 
programs.” 

The press was not less 
guilty than the broadcast 
media in their respect be¬ 
cause they relegate women's 
news to “ghetto women’s 
pages regardless of subject 
matter or general news 
value.” 

Wilma Brown, a 32-yesr-old 
teacher separated from her 
husband, appealed tor a free¬ 
ing of women from “the 
cultural humbug surrounding 
their Uoiogioal function.”
